WAY. 


The Official Organ ot the Aqua- 


phobtsts ftunouaco'd yesterday tlmt It 
would today spring a surprise oa tho 
public and put a coup do grace to alt 
opposition to municipal ownership ot 
tixe water "works. 
"For 
th.e Informa- 


tion and guidance of persons interested 
ou both sides of. the water question," 
it loftily says, it will "publish'in -Cull 
a recent Act oC Assembly relating to 
the s^ubject." From its extensive and 
exclusive law library, H proposes to 
furnish the ammunition which "will de- 
molish the obstacles'to water works 
acquisition- which now block the way. 
•The Act.OiC Assembly to which The 
News doutotlesH refers Is not unknown 
to other-people and other newspapers'.
